“ This is an effo rt which I 
co nsider to be o f the highest 
prio rity in federal manpo wer 
and training pro grams,” the 
President said Sunday , “ and o f 
such 
impo rtance 
that ev ery 
av ailable pro gram sho uld be 
used to the max imum ... ” 
In a letter to J ames D. Ho d­ 
gso n naming the secretary o f 
labo r to direct the jo b-finding 
effo rt Nix o n wro te: 
“ I am greatly co ncerned at 
any denial o f civ ilian jo b o p­ 
po rtunities to these y o ung men 
who hav e bo rne the burden o f 
fighting. 
“ I am also deeply co ncerned 
at the ev idence that the mo st 
serio us pro blem is ex perienced 
by tho se with educatio nal defi­ 
ciencies o r o ther disabilities.”

Co unty Clerk J o hn Sto uffer to day pro po sed 
and the Co unty Bo ard o f Superv iso rs ap­ 
pro v ed the creatio n o f a new Dix o n precinct, 
18, drawn fro m three ex isting precincts o n the 
city ’s so uthwest side. 


The new precinct will be bo unded by the 
so uth half o f the Ro ck Riv er, westerly to the 
so uthwest co rner o f Dix o n To wnship which is 
the Sidney Buckalo o farm, east alo ng the 
so uth to wnship line to Lo gan Av e., no rth to 
Fo urth Street, west to Grant Av enue and then 
no rth to the Ro ck Riv er. 
Sto uffer said the precinct has a po pulatio n 
o f mo re thatn 1,000 and will be detached fro m 
Dix o n To wnship under any reappo rtio nment 
plan. 


He said the deletio n o f the po pulatio n o f 
Precinct 18 will leav e the remaining Dix o n 
precincts o n each side o f the riv er with almo st 
equal po pulatio ns.

President Nixon will give a 
private White House dinner this 
week for his favorite political group 
— the Chowder and Marching So­ 
ciety, composed of Republicans who 
entered Congress with him in the 
freshman class of 1946. 
Many of the President’s closest 
political associatesare in this club; in 
past campaigns it has provided him 
with a base of hard-core support 
within the GOP. 
It is therefore interesting to note 
the current mood of the Chowder 
and Marching Society, as a clue to 
the state of the President’s political 
fortunes. At the moment, its 
members are critical of Nixon, fear­ 
ful that he will be defeated for re- 
election, and generally unhappy 
about the present Administration. 
“ Morale is terrible,” a club member 
and longtime Nixon worker said. 
“ Nobody ever says, ‘let’s do it for 
Dick,’ any more.” 
The club’s most recent meeting, 
held on June 2, was little more than 
a gripe session. Ex-Rep. Clark Mac­ 
Gregor, who is now the President’s 
liaison with Congress, 
recorded 
most of the complaints with a 
promise to pass them on to his boss. 
Grumbles ranged from the lack of a 
farm program to supposed personal 
slights by the President to the state 
of the economy. 
Secretary of Defense 
Melvin 
Laird, a club member, acted as host 
and gave a lengthy briefing on the 
U.S. m ilitary withdrawal from 
Vietnam. Some members, however, 
expressed doubts that the President 
was getting out fast enough and that 
he might not be able to keep 
Vietnam from becoming a major 
issue in 1972. Laird, according to a 
participant, got flustered and defen­ 
sive. He wound up by sighing, “ I 
only took this job because nobody 
else would.” 
Some sarcasm was directed at 
Wisconsin’s Rep. John Byrnes, 


ranking minority member of the 
Wfays and Means Committee, for 
joining 
Democratic 
Chairman 
Wilbur Mills in opposing the 
Presiden t’s 
revenue-sharing 
proposals. “ Why are you running 
Mills’ campaign for President?” one 
member snapped. This was greeted 
with gales of laughter, since Mills’ 
real campaign chairman has a name 
that is roughly similar — James 
Burke, of Massachusetts. 


Several 
congressmen 
gave 
gloomy reports about GOP pro­ 
spects for 1972 in their states. 
“ California is very difficult,” one 
said. An ex-Congressman from 
Illinois said, “ Ogilvie (the GOP 
governor) will never be elected to 
anything 
again.” 
Another 
predicted that in Oregon Sen. Mark 
Hatfield will be defeated in the GOP 
primary by Gov. Tom McCall, and 
that Democratic Rep. Edith Green 
will then beat McCall in the general 
election. 


The negative tone of the Chowder 
and Marching Society meeting 
appears to have been considerably 
harsher than the current plitical 
facts, as interpreted by detached 
observers, seem to warrant. The 
President has made some iportant 
breakthroughs for world peace and 
he is pulling U.S. ground troops out 
of Vietnam. He trails Democratic 
frontrunner Edmund Muskie in the 
public opinion polls, but the margin 
between them is statistically in­ 
conclusive and it now appears that 
his recent pattern of gradual slip­ 
page may have bottomed out. 
Domestically his record is mixed, 
but there are now signs that he may 
be able to stabilize the economy 
enough to reduce that as a political 
issue by 1972. 
The President is clearly vulner­ 
able, but things are not quite so bad 
as his old GOP buddies seem to be in 
a mood to think. 
Wily taxpayers 


Sen. William Proxmire begins to 
look more and more like the Ralph 
Nader of Capitol Hill, with his in­ 
volvement in so many controversial 
issues and his knack for making 
startling revelations. 
In his capacity as chairman of 
the House-Senate Joint Economic 
Committee, the Wisconsin Demo­ 
crat has made public a summary 
prepared by the Treasury Depart­ 
ment showing how tax law provi­ 
sions giving preferential treatment 
to certain forms of income cost the 
government nearly $44 billion in 
revenue last year. 
The blood leaps to a quick boil. 
Even for the U.S. government, $44 
billion is a massive sum to lose. It is 
more than half the total collected in 
income taxes; it’s equal to about 20 
per cent of all federal spending. 
Not only that but preferential 
treatment is— well, it’s as un- 
American as sour apple pie. 
But wait a minute. What kind of 
preferential treatment? 
Well, for one thing, all those fat- 
cat oil speculators, or people who in­ 
vested all their money in tax-free 
municipal bonds. 
Disgusting. What other kinds of 
preferential treatment? 
Well, that young family man who 
finally raised the down payment on a 
house and then nicked Uncle Sam for 
the interest on his mortgage. 
Oh. Well, that’s legal, isn’t it? 
Anyway, the nation needs family 
men and homeowners. Any other 
kinds of preferential treatment? 
Lots. People who ran up large 
doctor or drug bills and then asked 
the government to pick up part of the 
tab, people who gave money to 
churches and charities, etc., and, of 
course, all those fat-cat oil specula­ 
tors. 
In other words, the $44 billion 


turns out to be nothing more than the 
value of the deductions claimed by 
taxpayers who itemized their re­ 
turns last year. 
But the way the senator describes 
it, the $44 billion was something that 
rightfully belonged to the govern­ 
ment but which it was gypped out of 
by slick taxpayers. It implies that 
anything less than a 100 per cent tax 
on everybody represents a “ loss” to 
the government . 


The fact is that the government is 
entitled to nothing more than the 
people decide to give it—-or, more 
accurately, only as much as the peo­ 
ple’s representatives in Congress 
think the people will sit still for. 
Proxmire has called on his col­ 
leagues to take a closer look at the 
tax provisions which grant preferen­ 
tial treatment. 


They should. The tax laws should 
be subjected to scrutiny every year 
as a matter of routine. There will 
never be a perfect tax system, but 
inequities and injustices and over­ 
sights can and should be corrected 
as they become apparent. 
But let’s not go off on that kick 
again which a few years ago had 
everybody believing that the gov­ 
ernment was being cheated out of 
untold billions by certain tax-shel- 
tered groups. 
The last time Congress over­ 
hauled the whole structure, in 1969, 
those billions evaporated as each so- 
called loophole or preferential treat­ 
ment was examined and most of 
them were found to have a good 
reason for being written into the law. 
That overhaul netted the govern­ 
ment an extra $2 billion in 1970 as 
against 1969. 
Or as Senator Proxmire might 
say, the government “ lost” $2 billion 
less to those sneaky taxpayers.

Palermo, core of Mafia world 


PALERMO, SICILY — For at 
least 689 years this city has known 
the word Mafia. It has always been 
the breeding place and core of the 
Mafia world and remains so today. 
Colorless and grim, it is set in a 
forbidding landscape, with not 
enough wood to hang a man, not 
enough water to drown a man, not 
enough earth to bury a man — 
a desperately stark countryside. 
Natives of Palermo scoff at the 
many versions of how the Mafia got 
its name and commonly trace it to a 
French soldier serving in the oc­ 
cupying forces of the hated Angevin 
prince in 1282. They point to the 
Pizzo Marina and say he raped and 
killed there a young woman on the 
way to a church for her marriage. 
The bridegroom threw himseld on 
the murderer, screamed his re­ 
venge, killed him and was himself 
killed by the prince’s bodyguards. 
The outraged Palermos then cut 
down any French they could find — 
Sicily’s great bloody massacre of 
1282, indisputably the bloodiest this 
bloody island has everknown. 
The people of Palermo say the 
bridegroom’s scream was: “ Morte 
alia Francia Italia anala!” — 
“ Death to the French is Italy’s cry!” 
And they claim that the initials of 


this cry are the source of the word 
Mafia. 
It sustained itself as an under­ 
ground movement and ultimately 
against Sicily’s Bourbon rulers, for 
the only safety to Sicilians was 
within their own close-knit families. 
Those were the only havens that 
could be trusted. 
W'hen an Italian king of the 1860s 
unified Sicily with Italy the Mafia no 
longer had a foreign occupation to 
combat. 
But 
they 
remained 
skillfully organized for assassina­ 
tion, murder, extortion, smuggling 
and the preservation of their 
“ omerta” — which Palermos 
translate as “ a conspiracy of 
silence.” 


While Mafia denials of the 
Mafia’s existence are an absurdity, 
it is, in fact, as much a philosophy as 
it is an organization, and even more 
so. This acounts both for its security 
and the difficulty of apprehending 
its members by law-enforcement 
officers throughout the world. 
It has no structure whatever, no 
admission rules, no recognition 
signals and nodiscernable ranks, al­ 
though its ranks are real. A Mafioso 
merely trains a son or relative in the 
castle’s philosophy and methods, en-

Soviet lesson 
to Czechs et al 


By RAY CROMLEY 
WASHINGTON (N EA)— Before 
the Soviet Union invaded Czechoslo­ 
vakia in August 1968 there were long 
discussions within the Kremlin and 
between Moscow and the East Euro­ 
pean capitals which were to cooper­ 
ate in the action. 
The story, as learned from a con­ 
tact close to high-placed East Euro­ 
pean government officials, is that in 
these discussions the party secre­ 
tary for the Ukraine urgently argued 
for the invasion, saying that if the 
Czechs were allowed to get away 
with democratization the “ virus” 
would inevitably spread. 
The same arguments were used 
by East Germany’s Walter Ulbricht. 
What they were arguing, of 
course, was the domino theory in 
reverse. 
It was this argument, it is re­ 
ported, which convinced Soviet offi­ 
cials they must act. 
Opinion began to grow in the 
West after the invasion that the 
Soviet Union had made a most 
serious mistake, that it later came to 
regret this blatant use of force in a 
friendly country. 
It was argued in high places in 
the United States and in Western 
European capitals that the Czech 
invasion had brought new dissension 
and new divisiveness to the Commu­ 
nist world. 
But an analysis by Kremlin 
watchers of the recent 24th Congress 
of the Communist party of the Soviet 


Union makes abundantly clear that 
in Brezhnev’s eyes and in those of 
his chief party colleagues the inva­ 
sion of Czechoslovakia was in retro­ 
spect a major success. 
As these Soviet leaders view the 
invasion: 


—It taught the world a lesson. It 
warned the West and dissidents 
within the Soviet Union and the So­ 
viet bloc that Moscow would not 
permit divisions and would suppress 
any attempts with strong military 
force. 


—It helped establish the “ class 
duty” of all Communist countries to 
socialist internationalism as defined 
by Moscow, which means that as a 
matter of principle the Soviet Union 
must be accepted as the final arbiter 
of what are correct internal policies 
in any part of the Soviet bloc. 
—It was a major factor in leading 
the West toward acceptance of the 
status quo in Eastern Europe. 
Speakers at the congress empha­ 
sized that the trends in Czechoslo­ 
vakia, and by implication similar 
trends in any other Communist 
country, would, if allowed to proceed 
unchecked, be a threat to the entire 
“ socialist camp.” 
Tflus Brezhnev and other major 
congress speakers made clear the 
Czech invasion was a precedent and 
that this type of action has now be­ 
come for them an accepted principle 
of Soviet action.

By their acceptance of the most 
prestigious among themselves the 
Mafioso are cemented together 
under a capo (chief). And again,

prestige he may become a don. He 
has made himself into one of the 
caste’s elders. 


Mafia families here, and they are 
not too hard to locate and identify, 
quite freely admit that there are 
five cardinal rules: (1) You must aid 
another Mafioso in trouble with the 
authorities. (2) You must never 
reveal another Mafioso’s name. (3) 
You must obey a council of those 
senior to you and its rules. (4) You 
must consider an outsider’s offense 
against a Mafioso as an offense 
against yourself. (5) You must never 
appeal to the police, the courts or 
any official authority for redress. 


Among the Mafia families here 
there is a strict protocol. There is 
nearly as much bowing as among 
Japanese, 
but continuous hand­ 
shaking as well, and all in decorous 
good humor. They speak in the 


peculiar Sicilian vernacular, saying, 
“ Gracia tanto. Con piacaro. Gracia 
tanto. Con piacaro,” with a little 
smile. 
Their very clever eyes conceal 
their calculations and are suitable 
for cover-ups the size of neighboring 
Mount Etna; the protestations of 
friendship — “ mio amico” — the 
wishes of good fortune 
“ auguri!” 
that can be so false. 


Noisy or gaudy caste members 
are rare - and are distrusted and 
detested. The rule here is to be 
totally conformist: the dark suits, 
immaculate white Italian silk shirts, 
soft black shoes always highly 
polished as if signaling that these 
are not laboring men and they need 
not walk in the dust or mud and, 
finally, the inevitable Sicilian “ I 
am tired,” said with a heaving 
Sicilian shrug. 
Attempts in our country to deny 
the Mafia’s existence, like banning it 
from the forthcoming movie, “ The 
Godfather,” are transparently 
ridiculous here and merely confirm 
the widespread European opinion 
that in America we have more 
dollars than brains.

Congress politicalized

When the 1972 campaign gets into 
high gear, there will be some at­ 
tempts by the Republicans to bran­ 
dish the Trumanesque label of “ do 
nothing” on the present Congress. 
But this will be an unfair designa­ 
tion. It will be more to the point to 
deplore what can only be called the 
“ do everything but legislate” Cong­ 
ress. Within living memory, I can 
think of no session of the national 
legislature which has been so ob­ 
structionist and so politicalized. 
With a few notable exceptions, 
the Democratic members of this 
House and Senate—with an assist 
from some Republicans—have been 
determined to block every measure 
proposed by the Nixon administra­ 
tion. If this were motivated by a 
scrupulous desire to examine and 
weigh the proposals sent up to the 
Hill by the White House, there might 
be some justification for this ob­ 
structionism. When a Democratic 
President has held office, there has 
been an all too easy rubber-stamp- 
ing of whatever he asked for. But the 
mood of the present Congress is sim­ 
ply to make political issues out of 
important programs. 
Take, for example, Mr. Nixon’s 
revenue-sharing plan. Chairman 
Wilbur Mills of the powerful House 
Ways and Means Committee—with 
an eye to the 1972 convention—has 
determined to scuttle it. Whether the 
plan is good or bad seems not to en­ 
ter into his considerations. Instead, 
he has raised two specious objec­ 
tions which a 10-year-old boy could 
knock down. The first is that the plan 
would deprive Congress of its power 
over the national purse strings, the 
second that it will make the federal 
government into a kind of Santa 
Claus to the states and the munici­ 
palities of this country. 
The first objection falls imme­ 
diately. For the purse strings still 
remain on Capitol Hill. The Cong­ 
ress must authorize and appropriate 
the moneys for revenue sharing— 
and what the Congress does, it can 
also undo. The second argument is 
equally vulnerable. The federal gov­ 
ernment has played Santa Claus all 
along. But its largesse has gone to 
empire-building federal bureaucrats 
rather than to state and local offi­ 
cials, as Mr. Nixon wants. 
But here is a difference in reve­ 
nue sharing which makes the Santa 
Claus roles slightly less onerous. 
The federal bureaucracy has al­ 
ready run through billions of dollars, 


presumably for the relief of state 
and local governments. Mr. Mills 
and the obstructionist congressmen 
might be asked to tell us what has 
been accomplished by this raid on 
the taxpayer’s pocketbook. The an­ 
swer is: Very little indeed. For the 
federal bureaucrat sitting in Wash­ 
ington, is pretty remote from the 
problems of, say, Indianapolis, Det­ 
roit, or San Francisco. Those prob1 
lems differ as broadly as do the cit­ 
ies themselves. The local official, 
however, knows what he needs—and 
has a far better idea of how to go 
about getting it. 
But revenue sharing, now under­ 
going its baptism of fire in the Mills 
committee, is but one example. The 
President’s plans to reorganize the 
Executive Branch are getting short 
shrift, and the major loser is the tax­ 
payer who must pay for cumber­ 
some and inefficient organization. 
But the Congress is not interested in 
this. It wants Mr. Nixon to look 
bad—and to give him any kind of 
legislative success would have the 
opposite effect. 
Another kind of blight is now af­ 
fecting the Congress, particularly 
the Senate. Every senator considers 
himself to be a master diplomat, the 
nation’s top military expert, an 
economist par excellence, and Chief 
Justice of the United States. This 
gives us a hundred Secretaries of 
State, Defense, and Treasury—and a 
Supreme Court packed beyond the 
wildest dreams of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. When you combine this 
Senatorial self-view to a corollary 
belief that each member is also bet­ 
ter equipped than G-2 to gather in­ 
ternational Intelligence, the situa­ 
tion becomes intolerable. 
The President may be wrong or 
right in his conduct of our foreign pol­ 
icy. But how can he operate with a 
posse of senators perpetually at his 
heels? How can he conduct sensitive 
negotiations with great monolithic 
states like the Soviet Union? How 
can he lead from a position of 
strength when a group of senators is 
perpetually announcing that it in­ 
tends to disarm America in order fo 
make life on the dole more exciting. 
The function of Congress is to leg­ 
islate with the national interest in 
mind, not simply the desire to do the 
President in the eye. But it has been 
doing mighty little about the legisla­ 
tion now pending and piling up on its 
agenda. Perhaps it is making Mr. 
Nixon look bad—but only if the vot­ 
ers don’t get the point.

Here is a good qu estion: Do 
y ou enjoy eating goat’s meat? 
Yes, goat’s m eat—in stews, in 
frankfu rters, in bologna and 
oth er kinds of sau sage? Th at is 
goat’s meat h onestly labeled as 
goat’s meat. 
Or do y ou prefer it only wh en 
labeled 
as 
“ m u tton” 
or 
"ch ev on” ? Th at is th e oth er 
h alf of th e qu estion. 
"Th e Italians, 
Greeks, 
Is­ 
raeli, 
M ex ican-A m ericans, 
Sy rians and oth er Middle East 
people, as well as most people in 
th e Caribbean, openly accept 
goat’s meat as part of th eir 
normal eating pattern. Only 
y esterday , I sampled a can of 
goat-meat stew 
pu t 
u p 
ex ­ 
pressly 
for 
P u erto 
Rican 
trade,” reports Dr. Joh n de 
Holl, ch ief of th e Labeling and 
Packaging 
Branch 
off 
Con­ 
su mers and Marketing Serv ice, 
U.S. Department of Agricu l­ 
tu re. 
Bu t most Americans won’t 
eat goat’s meat u nless it is 
labeled as someth ing else. Th ey 
may not h av e any objections to 
its taste or consistency , both of 
wh ich are good, y et th e name 
repels th em. 
"Most of ou r goats are raised 
in th e Sou th west. Now fiv e large 
Tex as meat packers are peti­ 
tioning th e D e partm ent of 
Agricu ltu re to label it as "m u t­ 
ton” 
or 
“ ch e v on.” 
Th ey 
slau gh ter th e goats, bone th e 
meat, and sell it nationally to 
processors. Th ey claim th at 
cu stomers readily u nderstand 
wh at ‘mu tton’ means and th at 
*1 


‘ch ev on’ is a Spanish name for 
m eat,” h e say s. 
"Th e packers insist th at most 
people will not eat goat’s meat 
u nder its name. Th ey 
will, 
h owev er, if it is called ‘mu tton’ 
or ‘ch ev on.’ Th erefore th e meat 
packers are appealing to th e 
department for th e righ t to 
ch ange th e present ‘g oa t’s 
m eat’ label to one more ap­ 
petizing. Th ey do h av e a point,” 
Dr. de Hoi say s. 
Th e D epartm ent of A gri­ 
cu ltu re inv ited comments on th e 
packers’ appeal. More th an 8 0 
were receiv ed from indiv idu als, 
state 
and 
city 
consu m er 
organizations, packers and 
oth ers. 
Some agreed with th e claim 
th at th e words "goat’s m eat” 
migh t repel oth erwise ready 
cu stom ers. 
Oth ers 
were 
strongly against th e ch ange. 
Th is latter grou p consisted of 
consu m er protection grou ps 
leaders su ch as Bess Mey erson, 
consu m ers a f f a ir s . c om m is­ 
sioner of New York City , and 
oth ers. 
“ It is th e responsibility of th is 


branch to make su re th at meat

nam e 
generally associated with it. 
For ex ample: B EEF for all 
m eat deriv ed from ca ttle ;

Now we are 
try ing to ascertain wh at is th e 
common term for goat meat.

The Doctor Say s :

Dear I)r. Lamb— M y husband 
has emphysema so we came to 
Arizona to see if this climate 
would help him. He doesn’t feel 
bad but is short of breath and 
can’t walk for more than half a 
block. Is there anything that 
can be done? He doesn’t take 
anything but a cough syrup to 
bring up that phlegm. 
Dear Reader— Your husband 
needs to get a good doctor and 
follow his advice. Emphysema 
is a very difficult illness to 
treat. The basic problem is that 
the outlet for the small air sacs 
in the lungs is constricted. Air 
remains trapped in the lungs 
causing them to remain overin­ 
flated. One has to use force to 
expel the air. This limits the 
lungs ability to exchange air 
and to provide enough oxygen. 
The limited oxygen supply to 
the body limits the amount of 
exertion that a person can do. 
It is important that nyone 
with emphysema shoudl avoid 
all lung irritants—first on this 
list is tobacco. Unless a person 
with emphysema quits smoking 
there is little hope of controlling 
his disease. Dust, pollens and 
anything the patient is allergic 
to should be eliminated. 
Some breathing difficulties in 
people with emphysema and re­ 
lated disorders are caused by 
infection. Any infection of the 
lungs should be detected and 
treated. Any respiratory infec­ 
tion can cause critically nar­ 
rowing of the already constrict­ 
ed air passages and cause more 
trouble. For this reason treat­ 
ment of any respiratory infec­ 
tion should be obtained at once. 
Some relief can be obtained in 
some patients by using medi­ 
cines that help to dilate the ob­ 
structed air passages. These 
are not effective in all people, 
however. Testing and trial us­ 
age of these medicines has to be 
done by the doctor taking care 
of the patient. 
There 
are 
some 
general 
things a person can do to im­ 


prove his efficience even if he 
can’t do much for his lungs. Any 
excess obesity should be elim i­ 
nated. A person who is fat and 
can only walk a half block can 
walk a good deal farther after 
he 
has 
decreased 
his 
body 
weight. Some persons can im­ 
prove the function of his skele­ 
tal muscles. Even if exercise 
capacity is limited you can ex­ 
ercise one muscle at a time, like 
one calf muscle then the other, 
until the muscles all over the 
body have been exercised. It is 
a slow process. If you can im ­ 
prove the muscle strength you 
will increase the number of 
blood vessels in the muscles. 
This helps remove the oxygen 
more completely from the blood 


circulation through the muscle 
and is worth trying to improve 
physical cap acity. It w on’t 
change the disease in the lungs. 
Climate is probably not so im ­ 
portant if one has adequate 
heating and air conditioning. 
Regardless of where one lives, 
allergies and respiratory infec­ 
tions should be avoided. 
There is no substitute in this 
disease for good regular medi­ 
cal supervision. Don’t try to go 
it alone.

Nicklaus 
A MATTER OF PERSPECTIVE 
asy ' pick 
in open test 


ARDMORE, Pa (NEA)— For y ears 
no w, the world has been cry ing for some­ 
o ne to put teeth into the g utless chore of 
predicting the United States Open g olf 
champio n. 
The task has become unbearably pig - 
eo nhearted in recent Junes. Since he won 
in 1 96 2 , 
Jack Nicklaus has been “favored” 
to win ev ery subseq uent U.S. Open. He has 
co mplied only once, in 1967, but picking 
Nicklaus to win another Open has become 
a kind of annual copout: like betting on 
Tuesday to follow Monday . 
Oh, there is alway s a token amount of 
co nsideratio n g iven to the tournament site. 
“ Ho rses for courses,” as they say . This 
time it’s being conducted June 17-20 at his­ 
to ric Merion Golf Course, near Philadel­ 
phia. “ Merion.” Golfers refer to it in this 
manner; the way stockbrokers mention 
“ D o w ” ) 
Merion is where Bob Jones climax ed his 
Grand Slam in 1930; where Ben Hog an won 
the 1950 Open by strug g ling throug h 90 
holes in four day s only a y ear after being 
critically injured in an auto accident; and 
where in 1960 (y ou’ll hear a lot about this; 
am ateur Jack Nicklaus established the 
course record of 269. 
Merion is a short (6,550 y ards, par 70) 
imag inatively desig ned lay out with na r­ 
ro w fairway s, a six -inch roug h and mirror- 
slick g reens. It’s a g ood driver’s course, 
they say , and, surely , Jack Nicklaus is a 
brilliant driver. It’s a putter’s course, too, 
they say , and y ou know how Jack Nicklaus 
can putt. 
The only thing not ex actly fashioned to 
Nicklaus’ g ame, it would seem, are the 
wickersticks. Merion’s flag sticks are not 
lopped by flag s, but coconut-shaped wick­ 
er baskets— a tribute to the Scottish shep­ 
herd said to have invented g olf on his lunch 
hour when he g rabbed a makeshift club 
and ball and fired at his staff, on top of 
which he had placed his lunch basket. 
But old Merion, our fearless prog nosti- 
cators will tell y ou, is Jack Nicklaus’ kind 
of course. (So are they all, all Jack Nick­ 
laus’ kind of course.) And a lot of people 
are tired of hearing it. 
The fact is that while Nicklaus remains a 
log ical choice to win every tournament he 
play s in, he does not. Sometimes Orville 
Moody wins the U.S. Open, just as som e­ 
times Charles Coody or Gay Brewer wins 
the Masters. 
It follows, then, that if one refuses the 
cop-out log ic of a Nicklaus triumph, the 
g utsy thing to do is look for some fairly ob­ 
scure play er of q uestionable backg round 
to bet on. But it never happens. 
To date, for instance, no headline writer 
has ty ped, boldly , “Wilf Homenuik Fa 
v o red in ’71 Open,” or even, “Eichelberg er 
Open Cho ice.” Now let them write: 
“Joel Goldstrand of Rt. 3, Worthing ton, 
Minn., is favored to dethrone defending 
champion Tony Jacklin as the U.S. Open 
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beg ins June 17. . .” 
There. Quick and simple— which, say s 
New York attorney -g olfer Kenneth C. Bed­ 
ford, is the problem in the first place. 
“ It’s too easy for media people to g o 
around predicting winners,” he said. “If 
their predictions don’t pan out, well, too 
bad. ‘Sorry about that, Chief.’ There’s no 
penalty . 
“Writers litter the world with predic­ 
tions on which they have nothing at stake, 
not even their reputations as sports ex ­ 
perts. Nobody really ex pects them to be 
rig ht. And this isn’t fair. 
“ Before a writer can foist his opinion on 


the world, he should wag er something on 
it— just like the g amblers do. If he doesn’t 
pick the rig ht man, he should have to eat 
his left shoe or may be swallow a couple of 
cue balls. Any thing to show the public that 
he at least respects and has confidence in 
his own judg ment.” 
Bedford has a point, of course, and this 
being the case I would like to revise some­ 
what my orig inal prediction concerning 
the outcome of the 1971 U.S. Open. 
Let them write that Jack Nicklaus will 
prevail and let the world know that my left 
shoe is where my mouth is.

Juvenile offenders 
problem in France

PARIS (NEA)— Ju v enile de­ 
linq u ency — an 
old 
p roblem 
which has already cau sed many 
tears and mu ch ink to flow— 
has been increasing here since 
the stu dents’ rev olu tion trig­ 
gered a general strik e in 1968 . 
The p ack of y ou ng wolv es who 
p u t fear in the hearts of their el­ 
ders then has not stop p ed grow­ 
ing since. Police records show 
5 5 ,000 ju v enile offenders for 
1968 , 5 8 ,000 for 1969. While 1970 
figu res are as y et u nav ailable, 
officials say they increased at 
the sam e rate. 
Police statistics reflect only a 
single facet of the grim reality , 
cov ering ru n-of-the-m ill of­ 
fenses bu t not acts of v iolence 
com m itted by p olitical grou p s. 
O v erall, officials estim ate 
that more than 300,000 minors 
come u nder the heading of “de­ 
linq u ency ” in this nation of 5 0 
million p eop le. 
Last y ear’s v iciou s raid of the 
“ M aoists” on the lu x u ry delica­ 
tessen, Fau chon, ju st across 
from the Chu rch of the Mede- 
leine, jolted the French p u blic 
into aw areness of the p roblem . 
Y esterday ’s y ou th had its v io­ 
lent m oments bu t today ’s delin­ 
q u ents gang u p in mini-riots 
that 
switch 
insensibly 
from 
brawl and scu ffle to crim e, 
from occasional and isolated 
acts of v andalism to more or 
less well-organized collectiv e 
destru ction. 
One criminologist has p ointed 


ou t a trou bling featu re of 
modern ju v enile delinq u ency : 
the constant lowering of the of­ 
fenders’ age and an increase in 
the grav ity of the offenses. 
A recent p olice rep ort said: 
“The y ou ng today commit of­ 
fenses at 14 or 15 which hereto­ 
fore were the acts of 18- to 19- 
y earold s.” 
Recently in Brittany , for ex ­ 
am p le, p olice arrested a gang of 
y ou ng bu rglars headed by a 13- 
y ear-old. In another area, p olice 
arrested a grou p of 16 -y ear-olds 
whose main activ ity was “hir­ 
ing ou t” girls of their own age. 
A teen-ager who 10 y ears ago 
was cau ght shop lifting or “bor­ 
rowing” a m otor bik e or an 
au tomobile now does not hesi­ 
tate to break into a store, a s­ 
sau lt a citizen, u su ally an elder­ 
ly woman, or organize a holdu p 
in a small p rov incial bank . 
There is, howev er, another 
side to this som ber p ictu re. This 
asocial, delinq u ent, rebelliou s 
y ou th rep resents, desp ite the 
ev er-increasing nu m bers, the 
ev er-increasing danger, ju st a 
fraction of the rising genera­ 
tions. The foam is not the entire 
sea. 
A p rofessor in a large p u blic 
school (ly cee) p ointed ou t: 
“ While the y ou ng may , and do, 
irritate their elders with their 
m y ths, their laahions, their p a r­ 
ticu lar brand of m orality and, 
m ore esp ecially , their aggres­ 
siv eness, the great m ajority of 
them are first of all concerned

Black Policeman worried 
about summer violence 


PHILADELPHIA 
(AP> 
Rep resentativ es of fraternal or­ 
ganizations of black p olicemen, 
m eeting here this week , v iew 
the coming su m m er ap p rehen 
siv ely . 
The most common p roblem 
cited by delegates to the Na­ 
tional Cou ncil of Police So­ 
cieties meeting is jobs for u r­ 
ban y ou ngsters. 
The 
more y ou ths 
on 
the 
street with nothing to do, the 
higher the p otential for v iolent 
ou tbreak s—this was a common 
theme in resp onses from dele­ 
gates to q u estions abou t the 
mood of their cities as the su m ­ 
mer ap p roaches. 
The cou ncil is comp osed of 18 
black fraternal organizations 
across the nation. 
Patrolm an Kinsley Bry an of 
W ashington’s metrop olitan p o­ 
lice dep artm ent said the cap i­ 
tal’s p op u lation is estim ated at 
90 p er cent black , and hu ndreds 
of black y ou ths will roam the 
streets this su m m er look ing for 
something to do. 
“Crime in the city will in­ 
crease,” Bry an said. “ There 
will be m ore hou se bu rglaries, 
more street fights. 
It cou ld 
really be bad. 
“A sim p le thing lik e bored 
k ids harassing cop s,” Bry an 
said, “cou ld set it off.” 
Some p olicemen credit the 
Urban Leagu e, and bu siness 
and civ ic grou p s with initiating 
p rogram s 
to 
find 
jobs 
for 
y ou ths this su m m er, bu t say 
commu nity 
efforts 
are 
in­ 
adeq u ate. 
The National Leagu e of Cities 
has p redicted that some 3.5 
million stu dents alone will not 
find jobs this su m m er, half a 
million m ore than last y ear. 
The White Hou se annou nced

earlier this month that the fed­ 
eral gov ernment will p rov ide 
$303 million to create 6 74,000 
su m m er jobs for 16-to 19 -y ear- 
olds from p oor families 
An Associated Press su rv ey 
this week fou nd that in many 
u rban areas there are fiv e ap ­ 
p licants 
for ev ery av ailable 
su m m er job and in some areas 
the ratio is 20 to 1. 
Patrolm an William E. John­ 
son. also of Washington, said 
some y ou ths 
don’t 
want 
to 
work , bu t 
the m ore cru cial 
p roblem s can be those who 
want to work bu t can’t find 
jobs that fit their abilities. 
“When the k id can’t get a job 
that 
fits 
his 
q u alification,” 
Johnson said, 
“then he 
be­ 
com es hostile and he tak es his 
hostilities ou t on the first p er­ 
son av ailable—which in most 
cases will be a p olice officer.” 
Patrolm an Charles Knox of 
Newark . N.J., said jobs in his 
city are alway s a p roblem bu t 
u nless something is done to al­ 
lev iate the situ ation this su m ­ 
m er “we cou ld hav e another 
196 7 .” 
Twenty -six 
p ersons 
were 
k illed in a Newark race riot 
that su m m er. 
“Technically ,” 
Knox 
said 
“Newark 
is 
one 
great 
big 
ghetto. 
Prop ortionately , 
we 
hav e m ore dru g addicts than 
any other city ou r size in the 
nation. You can ex p ect rep er­ 
cu ssions u nder this condition.” 
Sgt. Harold Arnold of the 
Philadelp hia Police Dep artm ent 
said there had been a lack of 
im agination in p lanning su m ­ 
mer jobs and recreation p ro­ 
gram s for y ou ths in his city . 
“ If the state and city are 
brok e 
lik e 
the 
city 
fathers 
say ,” he said, “then there are 
definitely going to be p roblems. 
Any tim e p rogram s or fu nds 
are cu t the black man and 


child are hu rt Ihe most the p o­ 
lice will hav e trou ble becau se 
a m an work ing or not work ing 
does not want to be harassed at 
all.” 
Sgt. Harv ey Adams of P itts­ 
bu rgh said that u nless a con­ 
centrated effort is m ade y ear 
rou nd to p rov ide jobs, the na­ 
tion’s cities will alway s hav e 
p roblems. 
“Su m m er jobs are ju st a 


stop gap 
cooling 
m easu re," 
Adams said. 
"Politicians hav e come to a c ­ 
cep t p ov erty as a way of life 
for 
black 
p eop le 
and 
hav e 
made no commitment tow ard 
allev iating the situ ation. I ju st 
hop e black k ids this su m m er 


will hav e more sop histication 
than to go ou t in the streets 
with gu ns.” 
Detectiv e, Henry Nelson of 
the New York City transit p o­ 
lice said the city can ex p ect 
p roblem s from p eop le left with­ 
ou t jobs du t to cu ts in the p o­ 
v erty p rogram s.
